CANVASSERS MUST 
GET PERMIT HERE

New Ordinance Requires Ped-! 





diers See Police—Cooper- 
ation Sought | 


Designed as a protection against | 
Upland householders, is a new city! 
law requiring that all house-to-' 
house solicitors obtain a permit, 
before approaching local people. : 
The new ordinance was adopted by 
the city council Wednesday night. | 

Permits are to be obtained from 
the police department without cost. 
In applying for a permit, a can-/ 
vasser will be required to outline’ 
his proposition and to produce 
proper credentials. The permit 
may be issued immediately or its: 
issuance may be delayed or refus- 
ed. The chief of police is given! 
the responsibility of deciding on 
merits of the proposition and sin- 
cerity of the applicant. 

“This law will not be effective 
unless the general public gives full; 
cooperation," Chief of Police E. C.! 
Mehl said. ‘Housewives should 
ask the solicitor to present his per- 
mit before listening to any proposi- 
tion. If he hasn't a permit, cour- | 
teously suggest that he obtain one. | 
If our department is notified im-| 
mediately a solicitor begins work, | 
we can locate him and outline to, 
him the law requiring that he first | 
obtain a permit before offering to, 
sell his wares.” 

The law will in no way inter-| 
fere with legitimate, reliable sales- | 
men, but will tend to discourage | 
unscrupulous persons with ques-; 
tionable propositions, according to 
the councilmen. 

Violation of the ordinance will be 
a misdemeanor,

Within two months group hospi- 
talization insurance will be offer- 
ed to the community according to 
the plans of a local committ 


, that is studying the proposal here. 


All legal details have been com 
pleted for the San Antonio C-m- 
munity hospital to participate in 
the plan of offering hospitalization 
to all employed groups at a cost of 
$1 a month per person. On the 
hospital committee handling ar- 
rangements are Earl Paul, W. K.

All persons participating in the 
group insurance will be eligible 
for hospital service, the insuranc 
fund paying all regular charges 
This plan is reported to be in suc- 
cessful operation in several South- 
ern California cities. Since this is 
an agricultural community opera- 
tion of the plan may be a little dif- 
ferent than that used in larger 
centers, The committee is work- 
ing on details that will make it 
possible for the group hospitaliza- 
tion plan tc include individual em- 
ployes in citrus groves.
